1248, 14561, 1779, 1784, 1780, From these the
astropemer Schiaparelli, who hag of late made
some yaluable contributions to meteoric theory,
finds what be thinks evidence that this stream |
of meteors has a poriod of revolution of 108 |
yeurs, Tuis, however, Is unoertain, and cannot
a9 e take its place nmong the recognized and
indubitable facts ol science.

It will doubtless be remembered thut the me-
teors of the 18th of November appeared Lo ema-
nate from  point of the constellstion Leo, in o
part ol it commonly known us the SBickle, This
apparent divergence ol the meteors from one
point of the heavens—the necessiry perspective
effect of pathe which, for the small gpace of time
occupled by the earth Jo passing through the
ring, are pearly rectitinear and parallel—obtmns
aleo in the cpee of the August meteors. Tnis

int must, of course, depend upon the direetion

n which the earth & moving at the vime of the
shower, and also the me!inalion of the ecliptic
of the plane in whiol the meteors revolve, The
radiant polnt for the shooting star: of the 0th
and 10th of Avgust is sctunlly fooud to be be-
peath the sword-urm of Perseus, between the
constel lation of thut name god Camelopardaius
There are alzo, it 18 thought, indleations of three
other nudinnts for the same nights, of which two
are sald to be in vaco, nnd the third near the
North Pole. It those areto be depended upon,
it would seem that there pre zeveral =iremms
baving o common node and inclined at different
angles to the plane of the terrestinl orbit, and
into which the earth plupges at the game time,
It will then be a matter of great interest for ob-
seryers 1o determine on the nights in question
whether the apperent paths deseribed by the
metcors, when traced back, imdicate more than
one gource of emunation.

Une item regarding the Lawrentius meteors
very worthy of notlee is that the earth’s encoun-
ter with them takes pluce later and later in the

ear at each successive anpual  revolution.

uring the ninth century it occurved about July
25; in the tnirteenth century on or about August
2; In the fifteenth century on Augnst 7, It now
happens nearly theee weeks later than it did
one thousand years avo, which 1= as far back as
our sccounts extend. Tais phenomenon is
relerable to the influence exerted by the lurger
planeis of our system in disturbing the position
ol the metedr ring, and thus changing the point
of intersection with the terrestrial orbit. This
shifting ot the poinl of Intersection along the
earth’s orbit, which astronomers have desig-
nated the secular variation of the node, thourh
Imiperceptible from year to year, bocomos Yery
notable in the march of centuries,

A motion ol the node acalogous to s has
ulso been found fo exist in the November ring:
in which cage, indeed, its amount has lately fur-
nished a viluable criterion asto which is the
true of five pos=ible periods of revolation of the
rivg. This element of the nodel variation may,
At kome time, parlform for us o similar service
in the determination of the period of the August
meteurs,

An 0ld Scandal Revived.

Several literary journals in Englaud have
recently published articlies about the mythical
Quaker wife of George 111, “Hannsh Light-
toot.” Notes and Queries attempted 10 show
that she was wnothing but & myth, Mr, J, H.
Jesse at once sent a long letter to the Athenmum,
s which he brought forward several documents,
etc,, showing that Hanoabh Lightfool really
existed at the time referred to in the story: that
her (ather was Matthew Lightfoot, a tradesman
residing at Wopping; that he was a Quaker; that
Hmmaﬁ*u maternal uncle, Henry Wheeler, car-
ried on business as & linemdraper, in Market
strect (or lane), Bt. James'; (hat 1L was here the
Prince saw and fell in love with Huopah; that
from this honse she suddenly and mysteriously
eloped, about 1753 or 1754; and that shortly
afterwards ehe was clandestinely married to one
Isanc Axford, a grocer on Ludgate Hill, from
whom she separated either at the church door,
or a very brief time subsequently, after which
her faumily were never able o obtain any
authentic mformation respecting her fate.

Notes and Queries returns 1o the charge as
follows:—

“One of the stories respecting Hannab Light-
foot tells us that she was married 1o Axford ut
Keltl's Chapel, Muy Fair; loit him &t the door of
the ehapel, joined her roysl lover, and was never
seen alterwards by her desponding huosband,
There Is this much of truth in the story, as I have
ascertained by an examinatlon of Lhe Tegisters of
marriage of the chapel in ttw:llon. namely: that
Isnac Axford and Hannab Lightioot reslly were
married there on December 11, 1763; at which
tiwe the Prince, *bigoted, youne, and chaste,' to
whose srms she is said to huve flown, was fifteen

ars of age, lsthisa very probable story? When
ndd that Isane Axford marded a second wife on

December 3, 1769—something less than six yoars
alter bis marrisge with Hannah Lighttoof, and
that he then degerlbed himself as o *‘widower,
and that this was pearly & twelvemonth before
George 111 nsoended the throne—i bhave told my
readers all that 1 have gathered upon the sub-

ect up to this time. 1 am sl pursuing my
Inqulgu, and they ehall be made aoquainted
with the result, But I feel mssured that those
who iairly weigh all the evidence whigh
slready exists upon the subject, will be pre.
pered to share the convicdon which I haye
already avowed, that, as far ns George I11 |s
concerned, ‘the story of Hanuah Lightfool is u
fiction, and nothing but a fiction, from begin.
